e RFP’s - West Safety Services was the successful bidder and the PSC
entered into a contract for their services and held a kickoff meeting with
PSC staff, and the GIS providers in the state.

Mission Critical Partners Consultants was the successful bidder and
the PSC entered into a contract for their services. Introduced Eric Caddy
and Molly Falls.

e Regionalization Process - Director Sankey provided an updated map -
Boyd/Holt, Cherry, Rock, and Brown Counties are forming the North
Central Region.




e 911 Grant Update - Director Sankey -Next Generation 911 Grant
administered by the NHTSA and NTIA. Nebraska is designated to
receive 1.83 million plus any available supplemental funds. Applications
were due April 2, 2019. The PSC made application following the
committee’s recommendations of: 1) Consultant 2) ECaTs, 3) ESInet 4)
NG Core Services. Waiting to hear back.

e Wireless Carrier Response on DBH (Device Based Hybrid Location) - Chair
Neil Miller advised handset location information is not as accurate as
apps on the phone. We in the 911 community have been asking carriers,
“When will the cellular carriers be providing that same accurate location
data information to the PSAPs?”

Director Sankey - Advised the group that he contacted each of the four
carriers at their request. The four carriers are in varying stages of
implementation with some already providing this data depending on the
phone being used.

e ECaTS Discussion - The committee was updated on the work of the
ECaTs working group to clarify concerns raised by committee members
about access to ECaTs data. PSC attorney Matt Effken drafted an
agreement for Nebraska based on an agreement from Virginia.
Discussion was held concerning the draft document. It was agreed to
have the ECaTS working group meet again to discuss the details and
address the questions raised.

New Business: Mission Critical Partners - Eric Caddy and Molly Falls

e MCP provided an Introduction on their services as public
safety consultants. They discussed next steps with the NG911
network, infrastructure, and implementation.
